Statehood Bill To Be Supported as 
Passed by the House. 


Insurgents Ketuve 
To Be Bound- 
bpeaker Say s i fie Conl'erence Is 
B inding— R oasts the "House

of Lords.” 


W ashington. 
March 16 .—As the r* 
•u lt of u caucus, 
which lasted for two 
and a half hours, 
the Republicans of 
the house voted— 126 to 35—to stam l 
by the statehood bill as it passed 
the 
bouse and ask the 
senate for a con­ 
ference on the measure. This vote 
fol­ 
lowed immediately after a resolution 
offered by Mon dell of Wy oming, rep re 
•entiug the Insurgents, had been de­ 
feated— 123 to 43—the Mondell reso­ 
lution being to agree to the 
senate 
am endm ent elim inating 
Arizona and 
New Mex ico from the bill and ask ing 
n conf« rfcuce on the minor am endm ents 
in the measure. 
Ha iiiilton Pleads for the B ill. 
Several speeches were made. 
They 
were limited to five minutes each, but 
lu the case of Speak er 
Cannon and 
Ham ilton of Michigan, chairm an of tlie 
com mittee on territories, the time was 
ex tended. 
Hamilton opened the 
dis 
cussion with a plea for the original 
house bill. 
He sold it had already 
been indorsed by three Republican con­ 
ferences. 
He dtscMssisl and opposed 
tiie F« » rak er am endm ent, declaring it 
to be in the interest of coi 
l » orations 
In the two territories 
affected. 
He 
contended that the bill was supported 
by the president and by Speak er C an­ 
non. 
“Let us follow them and fight it 
out with the senate," was his conclud­ 
ing admonition. 
S pe ak e r says the Caucus Binds. 
T he speak er followed, touching the 
first on the binding effect of both 
cau­ 
cuses and conferences. 
He took 
the 
position tha t w here the party took a c ­ 
tion on any m atter of this nature 
all 
m em bers participating were bound by 
tha t action. 
He contended that the 
ef­ 
fect of adm itting Ok lahoma and Indian 
Territory at this tim e and not diiq« )'- 
ir.jt of Arizona and New Mex ico onl.* 
c cans that ihere would be four 
new 
•euators from Arizona and New Mex ­ 
ico instead of but two senators in cas* 
the house stood firm. 


Babcock T alks for the “ Insurgent* 
B ill's D eath P red icted . 
“ I visit to Hod,” Cannon remark ed, 
“that the senate w as twice as good as 
it is. 
It perform s its functions fairly 
well—it is our senate.” 
But to add 
four senators where but two should 
he added, lie declared, would give tha 
senate too much influence as compared 
with tlu house, based on population. 
Reviewing legislation before congress 
he said the rate bill would pass; that 
if the house would stand firm its state­ 
hood bill would also become a law, 
“and we can stay 
here 
for 
three 
m onths.” he declared. 
Addressing the 
insurgents, lie added: 
“W hy joint the 
Democracy in order to have your own 
w ay?” 
The speak er then turned his 
face towards the senate and remark ed: 
“On w hat meat doth this our Caesar 
ftod that it hath grown so great?” 
j 
Babcock of Wisconsin followed the 
speak er. 
He at once accused the lead­ 
ers of being eager enough to join with 
tiie Democrats on the Philippine bill, 
and they were now criticising those 
who intended joining them on state­ 
hood. 
"You have fooled the members 
by calling it a conference,” he 
con­ 
tinued, “ when you k new if you called 
it a caucus you could not get a quorum. 
If the bill goes to conference as sug­ 
gested it will die." 
Steenenson of Minnesota and David­ 
son of Wisconsin indicated their in­ 
tention of refusing to be bound by cau­ 
cus action, Reeder of Kansas and Bede 
of Minnesota took the sam e position, 
the latter saying that the proceeding 
was a “cork us” ; at any rate that was 
w hat was being trie<l. 
Waldo of New 
York and Murdock of K ansas favored 
the bill. 
A fter the vote had been tak ­ 
en on the two propositions Ronygne 
of Colorado ask ed unanimous consent 
to offer a resolution declaring the con­ 
ference not binding. 
W atson a t once 
objected to this, and the session was 
declared ended. 
The insurgents had caucused earlier 
with thirty present and decided not to 
be hound by the full caucus unless it 
agreed with “insurgent” ideas.

way's engaged in interstate commerce, 
guarding 
against

Bacon wanted
